We'll supply them 
food, shelter and clothing because we're 
gambling some day these stth-humans will 
turn into civilized beings and possibly make 
reasonable and honest citizens.” 

He says that teen-agers aré repulsive to 
everybody: except each other. They need 


should be made to feel 
neglected, insecure, un- 
wanted and unloved. 
Then, he says, adults will 
get courtesy, obedience 
and good scholastic re-’ 
cords from them because 
they'll be so eager to be

But I do appreciate his wariness of such 
words as adjustment, environment, rejec- 
tion and “community of children.”

“Adequate reward for 
productive effort arid risk 
is an impaertant. condition 
for.economic development,” P 
said Mr. Muir. “Govern 
ment, with the aid of , tax 
experts, should make a 
thorough study of our com- 
plex tax structure with a 
view to improvement both 
in the distribution of the 
burdens and in the alloca- 
tion of the net rewards for 
productive activity.
